"shown that a young1 and healthy person 
requires to maintain health and strength 
of body. When it is considered that old, 
infirm and sickly people are BO closely 
housed that thsy have but one-third of 
the air space to which they are entitled, 
the appalling conditions at the infirmary 
and the discomfort and the suffering of 
the helpless will be realized. 


OLD STANDING DISGRACE'. 


"Something should be done at once to 


relieve this situation at 
the Infirmary. 


Former Grand Juries .nave investigated 
conditions at the infirmary and made re- 
ports thereon, calling the attention of 
the people of .Alarneda county to the de- 
plorable conditions which have existed at 
the infirmary for years. As far back as 
1907 the Grand Jury recommended that 
all of the buildings, at that, time in ex- 
istence at the Infirmary, be 'replaced with 
new ones. Three years later conditions 
had not changed and the Grand Jury of 
1910 reported as follows:

; 'It is a disgraco to Alameda county I 


that its poor and inflrm should be housed 
in' such dilapidated, Inadequate and in- j

Charities and Corrections, June, 1908-10, 
page 107.) 


"The 
present Grand Jury has careful- 


ly Investigated various plans of proced- 
ure for obtaining relief of this condition 
and, 
.ELS'\a result of that investigation, 


believii that .bonds should be voted by 
the people and sold for the purpose of 
constructing . a new County Hospital, 
where indigent. sick may he treated as 
human beings are entitled to be treated. 


CHANGE IN LOCATION. 


VThe location of the County Hospital 


and the County Infirmary is an important 
matter.. The. hospital should be separated 
from the infirmary. The hospital should 
be located at a point more accessible to 
the center of population than ]a the pres- 
ent County Hospital. The 
reasons for 


this -are obvious. The County Infirmary, 
or Poor Farm, should be left where it la 
now. 
There is no need for that to be at 


or near the center of population. 


"After a very careful investigation the 


Grand Jury has readied the conclusion 
that there Is-but one practicable method 
of raiiilng money for the construction and 
furnishing of 
a 
new County Hospital. 


That method is a bond election. .That is 
so, because It will be far cheaper for the 
people to build a new County Hospital 
under a bond issue, and further- than this, 
the hospital will be built and completed 
and furnished in a much shorter ttuio, 
because the money is available as soon 
as thci bonds are voted and sold. 


"Tins per capita cost is estimated to 


be about ten cents pet year. Tha law 
imposes upon the 
people of Alameda 


county the duty of caring for its bvl!?Ten 
sick and dependent poor. This duty has 
not been properly attended to in the past. 
If the bond election carries the county 
will obtain, under a, thoroughly competi- 
tive scheme, the plans and specifications 
of competent architects for the best hos- 
pital that science and experience can 
give, and at the lowest cost. 


"Tho Grand Jury earnestly recommends 


to the people that they approve the bonds 
at the election to be held on Tuesday next 
and ait relieve tha disgraceful conditoina 
existing at the County Infirmary.

The County Hospital Bonds, 


Next Tuesday a special election will be held throughout the 


county to pass upon the issue of $500,000 bonds for the purchase 
of a suitable site and the erection thereon of a new county hospital. 
The cost of furnishing is included in the sum. asked for. 


A county hospital is a necessity. At present Alameda county 


does not possess a hospital worthy,of the name. It. owns a poor 
farm and an infirmary situated at a distance from the centers of 
population, but no hospital in the modern sense of the term. Al- 
though the infirmary is well managed it is wholly inadequate^ to 
the needs of the community. 
It lacks nearly all the essentials 


nowadays regarded as indispensable in the care and treatment of 
the sick. There is no such segregation of the merely aged and in- 
firm from the malady-inflicted as there should be—not because of 
inefficiency on the part of the county infirmary management, but 
because of the lack of a suitable building and equipment. 


The infirmary is a collection of old wooden shacks built by 


rule of thumb and without regard to hospital requirements as they 
are now understood by the medical profession. 


The county needs a real hospital, built and equipped in accord- 


ance with the requirements of medical science. Every physician 
in the county knows this to be true, knows that such an institution 
would be conducive to the public health and in compliance with the 
duty of caring for the helpless and friendless sick. Persons in this 
category are entitled to such care and treatment as is best calcu- 
lated to restore them to health, strength and usefulness. That 
is the policy which best serves society and the cause of mercy and 
beneficence. 


The cost of the proposed hospital will be small compared with 


the good it will serve. It will be distributed over the entire county 
and will create a burden so light that it will be scarcely perceptible. 
The public will not feel the trifle of added taxation, and if it did, 
should not hesitate. On one side are a public need and a public 
duty; on the other reluctance to supply the one and do the other 
because of a niggard objection to bearing the expense—a small 
matter individually. 


This is not a boosting proposition, but a plain man-to-man 


affair. It is a call to the purest and noblest instincts of mankind. 
It is at once an,appeal to mercy, humanity and public duty. 
It 


comes in the name of the poor and the sick and it is strengthened' 
by the recommendation of the"medical profession. Only opposition 
comes from selfishness and indifference to human suffering. 


It is to be hoped that not a vote will be cast against the hos- 


pital bonds. Every citizen should cast one vote undiluted by sel- 
fishness and given solely from motives that honor his heart. 


Madame Nordica was greeted by a crowded house at-the Ber- 


lin opera house as the star in Wagnerian opera, so the papers say, 
but. the press critics manifested an unfriendly spirit. It is stated 
that the appearance of foreign singers, particularly Americans, in 
German opera houses is resented by the press and musicians of 
Germany. 
Doubtless there is some such feeling, but we cannot 


believe it is general. Perhaps criticism leveled at the vocal ability 
of the foreign artists is construed to be expressions of national 
prejudice. That is more likely to be the true explanation of the 
alleged hostility shown. 
In Germany the standard of musical ex- 


cellence is high and the competition keen; hence the criticism is 
intelligent and severe, and it is not at all toned down in deference 
to the feelings of foreigners. 
Madame Nordica is a great artist, 


but her powers are declining. She has sung in Paris, St. Peters- 
burg, Milan and London, and at all these places had the, seal of ap- 
proval put upon her voice. 
It is unlikely that German musical 


critics would raise the race question as an objection to her singing 
in Germany. Is it not possible that they suggested that she was 
not particularly well qualified to sing German opera to German 
audiences?

On the same day Colonel Roosevelt attacked arbitration Colonel 


Bryan attacked the duty on wool. It looks as if the two colonels 
were shelling the woods for political effect. 
O'ne has been Presi- 


dent twice and would like to be again. The other has been defeated 
for President thrice and would like to try again. Each declares 
he is a man of peace, but each is perpetually kicking up a row. 


Roosevelt's Mack on Arbitration. 


Colonel Roosevelt is quite right in saying that there are some 


things that a nation'cannot afford to arbitrate. 
For instance, he 


says, the United States cannot afford to arbitrate the Monroe Doc- 
trine. Nor can a nation very well afford to arbitrate an invasion of 
its terii;ory. 


Still the exceptions are no argument against the general policy 


of arbitration. Pointing to the; Monroe Doctrine can raise no legit- 
imate objection to the proposed arbitration treaty with Great Brit- 
ain. That nation is a great American power—a larger one in fact, 
territorially speaking, than the.United States, having, besides Can- 
ada, islands in the Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean sea and posses- 
sions in Central and South America. Great Britain is in entire sym- 
pathy with the Monroe Doctrine, hence there is only a remote pos- 
sibility of collision on that point. 


That arbitration conserves peace cannot be denied. It has not 


yet caused nations to lessen their military armanent, but it has 
greatly decreased the possibility of war. It has given a voice to 
international public opinion and provided a method of adjusting 
International disputes in a. manner honorable to all the disputants 
and in accordance with the principles of justice. 


While the ex-President is correct in one particular, he was in 


error in speaking as he did at Grant's tomb on Memorial Day. He 
adroitly appealed to the martial spirit by suggesting things that 
are not even remotely connected with arbitration. 
He cited the 


•-v Civil War as an argument against international arbitration. 
No- 


s.body ever proposed to treat with other powers in regard to do- 
mestic rebellion. The right to suppress insurrection is not involved 
in this controversy. It cannot be arbitrated, and nobody proposes 
to arbitrate it. Hence the Colonel appealed to the passions of civil 
strife to support an entirely irrelevant argument. 


Unfortunately what he said at Grant's tomb will be accepted 


as a protest against the arbitration treaty now pending between 
the United States and Great Britain. It is also an argument for 
a stronger military establishment than we now possess. Colonel 
Roosevelt has always been an advocate of a large army and a 
stronger navy. All the years he was in the President's chair he 
clamored for more warships and bigger warships. ..Not'even the 
German Kaiser was more eager for an increase of military power. 


While this country should have an effective navy it is not 


necessary t'ftiat it should strive to rival the naval equipment of 
Great Britain, and Germany. We need an effective army organiza- 
tion, but not a\. great standing army. The conditions which prevail 
in Europe do not prevail here. Nor should fanciful fears of foreign 
aggression deter \the United States from taking the lead' in jthe 


figure below cost and that he did not believe the contiictors would 
ever complete the work in accordance with the speculations.

They were given the contract, but they have only 
made the faintest sort of a bluff at doing the work. It will never 
be completed at the present rate of progress. Because results have 
justified his conclusions the City Engineer is not. inclined to take 
the initiative in compelling the contractors to live up to their agree- 
ment; but that is no reason why they should not be required to do 
so. One can appreciate the feelings of Mr. Turner in the matter 
and give him credit, for his motives, but this appreciation does not 
relieve the contractors from the obligations they have assumed nor 
the Board of Public Works from the duty of compelling compli- 
ance with the terms of the contract. 
The contractors . should be 


made to go ahead with the work or give up the job. 


William J. Bryan raises his voice to remark that no man can

The following definition of "off-side"' 


play is given by the captain of the Brit- 
ish team: "A player Is off-side -when, at 
the time of. the ball being lilt, no mem- 
ber of the opposing' team Is between him 
and the opposing team's goal, and he i^ 
neither 'playing^-the • ball himself nor be- 
hind one of his own team, who Is play- 
ing it."

Tho idea of this rule, as explained by 


the visiting poloists, is to prevent the 
first forward from cruising around be- 
tween the man playing back for the other 
team and that other team's goal, waiting 
for some 'member of his own team to send 
the ball to him for slamming it through 
to a goal. This way of playing, tho vis- 
itors declare, robs polo of half its interest, 
and reduces it to a series of rapid rushes 
first for one goal and then for tlte other.
